Still seated 
in the chair he had slumped forward 
face down on the nearby table. : 

The glass of the window was shat- 
tered and outside were found foot- 
prints, indicating that the murderer 
had stationed himself there while 
waiting for his chance to shoot 
Branscombe. 

The sheriff: and district attorney 
were called to investigate and the 
body was removed to Suisun. 

Branscombe left hig home ranch, 
about five miles east of Sunsun, on 
the afternoon of February 9, to visit 
the Banden station property, where he 
has been running a herd of sheep.

Branscombe was 86 years old and 
was one of the wealthiest ranchers in 
the Suisun district. He was a veteran 
of the World war and a member of 
the Suisun American Legion post.

SOLANO county was BAFFLING | 


London,—Europe must pay Britain 
@a much money as this country: sends 
to the United: States in liquidation of. 
the British loans, This principle is. 
reiterated in. a.five-hundred-word note 
from Chancellor of the Bxchequer 
Churchill to French Finance Minister 
Clemente. 

The note says in eubstanice that 
“his majesty’s government has already 
consented not merely to reduce’ their 
claims against the allies to the amount 
necessary. to cover their own. pay- 
ments in respect to the British war 
debt to the United States government, 
but aetually apply the whole of’ the 
United Kingdom‘s share of _eomene 
reparations to that purpose. 

“That means that Great Britain wit: 
only takes to her own charge. the’ 
whole of her own war damages, but 
also 800,000,000 pounds on foreign 
securities, devoted by her to the gen- 
eral effort before the United States 
entered the war. 

“In the application of the Balfour 
note to the existing situation, his 
majesty’s ‘government, remembering 
that the whe debts between the allies 
have been incurred. in...a common 
cause, have been prepared to consider 
proposals under which the . existing 
French debt to Great Britain would 
be reduced, provided that the princtple 
of definite payment by France from 
her own national resources, fixed with 
due regard to her relative wealth and 
taxpaying capacity, is assured with- 
out reference to reparations. 

“In the view of his majesty’s gov- 
ernment, therefore, it might be found 
convenient that French payment 
should be divided into fixed annual 
amounts to be paid by France, ir- 
Yespective of actual receipts from the 
Dawes annuities, in a particular year, 
and by ‘a further annual charge on 
the French share in the Dawes an- 
nuities., 

“It would of course be understood 
first, that all counter-claims by 
France against: Great Britain would 
be superseded and, secondly, that if 
and when the payments derived by 
‘Great Britain from. European war 
debts and reparations were sufficient 
to provide for the full discharge of 
British obligations to the United 
States over the full period of such 
obligations, including the payments 
already made, any surplus. would be 
used to diminish the burden resting on 
Britain’s allies. 

“His majeaty’s government . enter- 
tains the hope that if the French gov- 
erfiment were prepared to. make pro- 
posals on the lines here suggested, a 
settlement satisfactory to both coun- 
tries might be reached.” 


SENATE ORDERS POWER AND 
TOBACCO TRUSTS’ INQUIRY 


Washington.—Two more anti-trust 
investigations were started by the 
senate when the federal trade commis- 
sion was ordéred to investigate the al- 
leged power trust and the charge of a 
tobacco monopoly. This action was 
taken without a record vote after the 
senate had combined the proposal of 
Norris of Nebraska to investigate the 
power situation and that of Ernst of 
Kentucky regarding the allaged to- 
bacco: combine. 

Norris charged that the General 
Blectric company and numerous sub- 
sidiaries practically controlled the 
sale and distribution of electric power 
and equipment throughout most of the 
country. 

Ernst obtained the tobacco inquiry 
on behalf of Kentucky tobacco fais- 
ers who charge that two of the larg-. 
est tobacco manufacturing concerns 
are acting in concert to the digad- 
vantage of tobacco cooperatives,
